The re~absorption by seasonal industries of temporarily displaced 
workers continued during June, particularly in the Mackay district, and accounted for 
the greater part of the month's total decrease of 163 (20 per cent.) in the number 
receiving benefit to the lowest level reached since these figures first became 
available in October, 1946. 


Causes of unemployment are given on the next page for the months 
of June, 1948, and May and June, 1949, together with the decrease during the twelve 
months ended June, 1949, for each cause. 


Compered with May, six of the eleven causes showed smaller 
numbers, the main cecreascs being in "Seasonal Work and Weather Conditions" (126),

Compared with figures of a year earlier (June, 1948), all causes 
showed decreases, the chief of which were in "Casual Work" (99), "Discharged or Laid- 
off for Other Reasons" (99), "Scasonal Work and Weather Conditions" (92), “Shortage 
of Materials" (75), and “Establishment Closed, Reduction of Staff" C70.
